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A Study on the Role of Micro, Small and Medium 
Enterprises in the Economic Development of India

Introduction : Small and medium enterprises (SME) are a significant part of the economy in a 
nation like India, which has 135 million people. Over the past 60 years, the Indian economy’s SME 
sector has grown to be quite active and vibrant. Driven by innovation and creativity, the SME sector 
serves as a resource for entrepreneurship. This industry offers several employment opportunities and 
encourages entrepreneurship in the economy. By hiring more farm employees, small and medium-sized 
businesses aid in addressing the issue of rural areas’ hidden unemployment. Additionally, SMEs serve 
as ancillary units for large-scale enterprises and are crucial components of the broader ecosystem of 
the secondary and tertiary sectors. 


Micro, small, and medium-sized businesses require more labour and less cash. In order to resolve 
regional imbalances and economic sluggishness, this sector supports both developed and emerging 
economies. The SME market in India supports inclusive, sustainable, equitable, and employment- 
friendly growth. ‘Traditional’ and ’modern’ industries are both covered under Micro, Small and Medium 
Enterprises in India. As a result, the industry encourages the utilisation of both cutting-edge modern 
technology and local expertise. Due to its low cost of production, innovative capabilities, and local 
competencies, the MSME sector in India is now being sought after by many multinational corporations 
for strategic collaborations that will benefit both parties. 

The core of the Indian economy is the micro, small, and medium firm sector. Due to its enormous 
impact on the GDP, job creation, and exports, the MSME sector greatly contributes to the overall 
growth of the nation. They can play a significant role in the industrialization process by producing for 
economic prosperity using local resources and indigenous talents, increasing the MSME start-up base 
through their contribution to national growth, and focusing on employment and exports. The informal 
economy’s main process of socioeconomic transformation is being driven by MSME industries, which 
also assist in utilising resources including entrepreneurship, capital, labour, and raw materials. Sector 
MSMEs in India have contributed significantly to the social and economic growth of the nation. Because 
they primarily rely on local resources and are inherently dependent on traditional knowledge. In fact, 
the MSME sector has broadened its influence by encouraging entrepreneurship, particularly in industrial 
zones and less developed rural areas, and by creating more than 6,000 high-quality products for both 
domestic and international markets. 

Micro, small and medium enterprises in India play the role of driving force and engine of economic 
development in the 21st century. The promotion and development of this sector is associated with job 
creation, poverty reduction and real estate reduction income equality. The timing of the implementation 
of the MSME sector has a direct impact on the growth of the economy. The growth of domestic 
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MSMEs is important not only to increase GDP but also to boost exports across the country. 633 
thousand units of micro, small and medium-sized enterprises spread across the country contribute 
6.11% to GDP of manufacturing sector, 24.63% to GDP of service sector and about 40% to total GDP 
export turnover of the country. MSME areas provide jobs for about 1109.89 thousand people (1076.19 
thousand for micro enterprises, 31.95 thousand for small enterprises and 1.75 thousand for medium 
enterprises) people in the area rural and urban areas of the country. 


Micro, Small and Medium Enterprises in the Global Scenario : The development of micro, 
small, and medium-sized businesses is widely seen as a key factor in the nation’s equitable and sustainable 
growth. MSMEs are regarded as the foundation of any economy as a result. This is why it is important 
for MSMEs to grow in every economy. The key benefit of this industry is that it generates more 
employment possibilities at a reduced cost. Along with addressing the issue of unemployment, these 
sectors help lessen inequality and increase exports, which in turn bring in foreign currency. 

The function and significance of SMEs are universal. Compared to huge corporations, the sector 
is better at adapting to the local environment and market. SMBs make up 75% of all business entities 
globally. Given that they make up 95% of all firms, SMEs and economic growth are crucial components 
of every emerging or developing country’s advancement. In most OECD nations, between 60 and 70 
percent of occupations are in the private sector. Small and medium-sized businesses play a critical role 
in the growth of the majority of nations in the twenty-first century; they help lower unemployment, 
boost exports, and, most importantly, produce creative ideas. MSMEs are typically the key forces 
behind economic growth for reducing poverty in emerging nations. Additionally, the GDP ratio, labour 
force expansion, and investment all have an impact. In terms of productivity, even tiny industries 
(under 100 workers) generate roughly 90% of industrial output per capita in the US and about 85% in 
the UK, according to Roper & Hart (2018). Japan’s SMEs account for more than 50% of its overall 
output and 70% of its employment. Japan is renowned for its own approach to business management 
and development, and it is constantly developing new marketing techniques to increase the efficiency 
of its products for small businesses. 

Large corporations in Europe primarily get their raw materials from small and medium-sized 
businesses. The goods produced by Italy’s small and medium-sized businesses are of excellent quality 
and fiercely competitive. A Canadian government research claims that SMEs support the local economy 
by creating jobs, offering necessary products and services to customers and other businesses, and 
encouraging innovation and entrepreneurship. According to a Taiwanese study, SMEs support the 
nation’s economy and encourage the expansion of entrepreneurship. 

The generation of jobs and economic growth on a worldwide scale are significantly influenced by 
the SME sector. Around 90% of enterprises and more than 50% of jobs worldwide are held by SMEs. 
In emerging economies, SMEs formally account for up to 40% of GDP. Nowadays, unemployment is 
a problem in practically every nation on earth. By 2030, 600 million jobs will reportedly be required to 
accommodate the expanding global workforce, a demand that cannot be reached without the expansion 
of small and medium-sized businesses. This is why the growth of small and medium-sized businesses 
in each nation is now given top attention by all global economies. SMEs, which account for seven out 
of ten jobs in emerging markets, produce the majority of formal positions. 

Definition of Micro, Small and Medium Enterprises in India : It is evident from the 
aforementioned facts that different metrics are employed in various nations to gauge the size of business 
units, with the majority of these metrics being considered to be composed of words, such as the 
number of employees in the company, the amount of capital invested in the company, total sales or 
business revenue, etc. 
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The current definition uses gross sales or turnover as well as investments in equipment and 
machinery to categorise micro, small, and medium firms in India. The current definition of MSMEs in 
India has been provided in light of the nation’s capital-scarce and labor-rich socioeconomic situation. 

New definition of MSME in India : The Atmanirbhar Bharat Package, which came into effect on 
May 13, 2020, updated the definition of a domestic MSME after the MSME Development Act of 2006 
had been in effect for 14 years. The MSMED Act 2006’s definition of an MSME is too restrictive 
financially. The 2006 MSMED statute serves as the foundation for the present MSMEs definition 
standards. The only distinction between production and service units in the previous definition has 
been eliminated. A new revenue/activity criterion has also been added in addition to this. A provision has 
been added to the amended definition to remove exports from the revenue calculation, causing MSMEs 
to start raising exports at the expense of MSME firms. As a result, exports will significantly expand 
throughout the nation, spurring economic expansion.

Thus, according to the new definition, the limit of micro (manufacturing and service) units has 
been raised to Rs 1 crore investment and Rs 5 crore turnover. The limit of small unit has been increased 
to Rs 10 crore investment and Rs 50 crore turnover and the medium unit limit has been increased to Rs 
50 crore investment and Rs 250 crore turnover. 

Role of MSME in Indian Economy : Micro, small and medium enterprises in India have a special 
place in contributing to the socio-economic development of the country. India’s MSMEs have always 
been highlighted as an integral part of the country’s industrial strategy. The growth of MSMEs prevents 
rural-urban migration in search of employment and contributes to other socio-economic aspects such 
as reducing income disparities, fragmented development of industries and linkages with other sectors 
of the economy. In fact, micro, small and medium enterprises and rural industrialization have been 
accepted by the Government of India as a powerful tool to achieve the dual goals of accelerating 
industrial development and creating more potential productive employment in rural and backward 
areas. The contribution of these industries to the industrial development of our country is remarkable. 
Micro-industries in India account for 95% of industrial units in the country. After agriculture, micro, 
small and medium enterprises are the second largest users of human resources. They create more job 
opportunities than large industries, so they are considered more labor intensive and less capital intensive. 
This is a boon for a labor-intensive country like India. According to data available from the Central 
Statistics Office (CSO), Ministry of Statistics and Program Implementation, the contribution of the

Growth and Trend of Micro, Small and Medium Enterprises in India : Micro, small, and 
medium-sized businesses have been crucial in determining the course of the country and bolstering the 
great national unity bloc. This sector of the Indian economy has grown to be quite vibrant and vibrant. 
MSMEs help the business environment spread an entrepreneurial culture. MSMEs are widely dispersed 
around the neighbourhood and create about 6,000 various sorts of goods, ranging from items using old 
technology to those using cutting-edge technology. The Gross Value Added (GVA) of MSMEs to GDP 
at current prices (2011-12) for the years 2018-19 and 2019-20 is 30.5% and 30.0%, respectively, 
according to data from the Central Bureau of Statistics, Government of India. Over the same time 
period, the proportion of MSMEs in domestic exports and manufacturing in India’s overall manufacturing 
output was 49.8% and 49.5%, respectively. 


The above figures and facts show that India’s micro, small and medium enterprises sector plays 
an important role in the development of the Indian economy. The role of MSMEs in production, job 
creation, exports, etc. in the country are briefly described below — 

Development of MSME Units in India : One of the key indicators to gauge the successful 
growth of the MSME sector in an economy is data on the opening of new MSMEs; this reflects the 
favorable environment for the opening and development of such units in the economy and also shows 
the high morale of the entrepreneurs in the economy. Prior to the enactment of the MSMED Act 2006, 
India recorded an annual growth of around 4% in the number of MSMED units. During 2006-2007, 
with the enactment of the MSMED Act 2006, an unprecedented annual growth of 193.11% was 
recorded in MSME units, mainly due to wholesale/retail trade; Legal, educational and social services, 
hotel and restaurant operations, transportation and storage (excluding refrigeration) must be covered. 
After that, the annual growth rate of MSME units again ranged from 4.31 to 4.53 between 2007-08 
and 2014-15. The number of MSME units has increased by 24.15% this year due to the adoption of a 
simple one-page online registration system for industry registration in September 2015. Thus, over a 
period of about three decades, the number of MSME units increased from 67.87 thousand units to 
633.88 units, representing an increase in the number of units of approximately 800%, as shown in 
Table 3.

Production by MSME units in India : In order to foster a supportive environment for locally 
based technological advances as well as the growth of entrepreneurship, micro, small, and medium- 
sized businesses work in conjunction with major industries as supporting units and an essential link in 
the value chain. They generate a wide variety of goods and services that adhere to both domestic and 
global value chains. The industry produces a wide range of goods, from straightforward consumables 
to intricate, high-precision finished goods. Micro, small, and medium-sized businesses serve as innovation 
and start-up incubators. These businesses serve the regional markets spread out over the nation. 

A progressive increase in the role of MSMEs in the country’s gross output can be seen. If we look 
at the production done by the MSME sector after the economic reforms of 1991, it is known that in 
1991, Rs 73072 crore was being produced by the MSME sector, in which before the implementation 
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of the Micro, Small and Medium Enterprises Development Act, 2006 Double digit annual growth was 
being achieved every year, in which the year 2001-02 was an exception. The inclusion of activities in 
wholesale/retail trade, legal, education and social services, hotels and restaurants, transport and storage 
(excluding cold storage) resulted in an annual growth of 42% in the figures since 2006-07. From 
September, 2015 EM-11 has been replaced by Udyog Aadhaar Memorandum (UAM). 

The per unit production for MSMEs was Rs.1161 crores in 1990-91 which increased to Rs.5763 
crores in the year 2015-16 which increased to Rs.1961 crores after the implementation of MSME 
Development Act 2006. An annual increase of 99% in production was recorded in this year. Barring a 
few exceptions (1991-92, 2006-07), the per unit production of MSMEs has achieved year-on-year 
growth as compared to the previous year, which shows that the process of simplification done by the 
government from time to time has increased the MSME production positively affected. This situation 
is depicted by Table 4.

Employment Generation by MSME Units in India : As per the 73rd round of National Sample 
Survey (NSS) conducted during the period 2015-16, MSME was the only sector outside agriculture 
sector which generated 11.10 crore employment opportunities through 6.34 crore MSME units. Within, 
each of the three sub-sectors i.e. trading, manufacturing and other services account for about one- 
third of the total employment. About 50% of the total MSMEs are employed in rural areas and provide 
45% of the total employment Small Scale Industries in India. The industry sector creates the largest 
number of employment opportunities for the Indian population after agriculture. It is estimated that Rs 
100,000 invested in fixed assets in the small scale industry sector creates employment for four people. 

It’s interesting to note that 97% of all jobs in the MSME sector are held by micro companies. Shri 
Shaktikant Das, Governor of the Reserve Bank of India, referred to this as the “missing middle ground” 
in his remarks at the 15th Annual Banking Summit of the Chambers of Commerce and Industry. On 
March 6, 2020, India (ASSOCHAM) was held in Mumbai. Because it demonstrates how slowly and 
ineffectively micro businesses have tried to become SMEs, they were given that name. 

The data show that employment per unit for MSMEs ranged from 2.22 to 2.42 between 1990-91 
and 2005-06. It ranges from 2.23 to 2.9 in the period 2006-2007 to 2014-2015 and decreases to 1.75 
in the period 2015-2016. Thus, it can be seen that there is no significant increase or decrease in 
employment per unit in MSMEs. It can be seen that with the increase in the total number of MSMEs, 
there has been a very small impact on employment per unit. In other words, this means that the growth 
of MSMEs is not job-intensive. This means job creation for MSME sectors in the Indian economy. The 
mode of production is becoming increasingly capitalist. The job creation of MSMEs in India can be 
understood from Table 5.

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An Analytical Study of Indian Agriculture from 
"Famine to Green Revolution 


Manoj kumar* 


Abstract : Since ancient times agriculture has been a mainstay of livelihood for Indian society. 
For survival of human beings food is essential but chronological study of history reveals almost all 
civilizations of the world have to face starvation and famines. In India, before the advent of European 
famine was a rare phenomenon but after 1773 famine became a general feature of Indian society. The 
number of deaths from starvation and famine surpassed the number of people who died during the first 
and second world war. The last famine India had to cope with was the famine of Bengal during 1942- 
43. In 1947 India became independent. After Independence the population of the country increased 
rapidly. For survival the Nation had to depend on imported food grains. Fortunately in 1966 India got 
success in growing large quantities of food grains to feed the population. This success in agriculture is 
termed as the Green Revolution. 

Introduction : East India Company was established in 1600 for trading in East Asia. The company 
got a charter from Queen Elizabeth for monopoly in trade practices in the east. William Hawkins 
arrived at Jahangir court in 1609. He got permission to trade at Surat in 1611. The East India Company 
built a factory there. Company was given permission to trade in Hooghly of Bengal in 1651. Aurangzeb 
gave the English a farman in 1667 and an imperial order was issued to continue trade in Bengal in lieu 
of payment of Rs 3000 a year. The Mughal Emperor issued a farman to the East India Company for 
duty free trading in all over Bengal. After the death of Aurangzeb mughal empire became weaker and 
weaker and regional power challenged the empire and emerged powerful in several parts of the country. 
Alivardi Khan became a nawab of Bengal and after his death his grandson Siraj took the reign of Bengal 
in his hand. He tried to control trade malpractices done by an East India company in Bengal. He 
waged a battle against the company but he was defeated in Battle plassey in 1757. The Battle of Buxar 
strengthened the power of the East India Company in India. As a winner, the company got many 
privileges through the treaty of Allahabad. The company got Diwani of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. After 
the Treaty of Allahabad, the company started plundering. Several land revenue enhancing experiments 
were done to make financial conditions better but the condition of agriculture grew worse and worse. 
This bad situation ultimately led to a devastating famine in 1769-70. Warren Hastings introduced a 
new cultivating system but it failed to bring desired results. The permanent settlement was introduced 
in Bengal in 1793,Rayatwari settlement was introduced in the Madras Presidency, and the Mahalwari 
settlement was started in North and North Western India. Famine in colonial India had witnessed 
recurrent nature occurring during 1765 to 1947. Before pre pre-British period serious famines were 
recorded in 1345, 1396, 1472, 1556-57 1596, 1631 and 1661 which showed that every major famine 
took place every fifty years. Most of the aforesaid famines were limited to a certain geographical 
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area. There were twelve serious famines and four severe scarcities took place during 1765 to 1858. 
During 1802 to 1902 there were 30 famines in western India. It is said the colonial history of Bengal is 
the history of famines. During 1900 to 1947 the number of recurring famines were reduced. 


Agriculture in British India : Production of food grains as well as non food grains increased 
during the colonial era. Among food grains share of rice was 36% of all crops while share of which 
was 12.8% of all crops. In the mid of nineteenth century Punjab witnessed development of large 
irrigation system. Between 1867 to 1921 length of canals were expanded from near about 2000 miles 
to more than 15000 miles. Development of irrigation facilities had also taken place in the region of 
present day Western UP and Haryana. The Deccan plateau witnessed an increase of cultivated area by 
67% during 1843 to 1873. Increase of cotton production was significant but there was no decline in 
food grains area and production. Irrigation facilities became better in colonial India. The Industrial 
revolution in Britain had an impact on the textile Industry too. Indigo, a dye used in cotton textile, West 
Indies was the primary source for British textile industries . But the Napoleonic war put obstacles and 
uncertainty to Indigo import from the West Indies. Bengal had favorable geographical conditions for 
Indigo production. East India Company initiated cultivation of Indigo in Bengal. After 1833 tea cultivation 
was started in Assam. Civil war of the USA in 1861 gave the opportunity to begin cultivation of cotton 
in India. 

Wheat export from India began to grow in 1870’s. Wheat alone contributed nearly 14% of total 
British import in 1883.Wheat was exported from Punjab,UP and Bombay Deccan. In the Bombay 
Deccan region, millets were staple food and wheat was grown for export. Bengal ,Burma and SouthEast 
Asia emerged as the world’s main producing countries of rice in the latter half of the nineteenth 
century. 

Before the 1921 census, the population of India was stagnant. Birth rate and death rate both were 
high and population growth was naturally balanced. Since the latter part of the nineteenth century the 
world saw miraculous new inventions in medical science. Death due to malaria,chickenpox, plague 
was overcome. After 1921 the death rate was beaten by the birth rate and noticeable population 
growth was visible. During 1900 to 1945 except the Bengal famine there was no major case of 
starvation.Division of nation made agrarian problems worse for India. Pakistan got more irrigated and 
cultivable land with respect to population. 

Path to Green Revolution : After independence in India the growth rate of population was more 
than the growth rate of food grains. Nation was facing the problem of population explosion. There was 
much of a gap between demand and supply for food grains. India had no option but to take resort to 
imported food grains to feed the population. 

Once Mahatma Gandhi mentioned to hungry “God is bread” and that this God should prevail in 
every home and hut of our country. 

After independence our visionary leaders started to ponder over the issue of food availability to 
citizens of the country. Paul and Williams Paddock predicted in “ Times of famines’ ‘ published in 
1967 “Ten years from now parts of the underdeveloped World will be suffering from famine. In 15 
years the famine will be catastrophic and the revolution and economic upheavals will sweep areas of 
Asia, Latin America and Africa. 

These predictions proved wrong. Population of the world increased many fold but starvation and 
famine proved to be a matter of the old days. 

First five year plan was focused on growth of agriculture. The Intensive Agricultural District 
programme was started in 1960. imported seeds irrigation, fertilizers, plant protection credit all were 
collectively available to farmers. This programme was also known as ‘package program’. The

performance of IADP was commendable. Policy makers were elated and started a new programme in 
1964 that is known as intensive agriculture area programme. India succeeded in increasing food 
grains production by using high yielding seeds . This achievement was so miraculous, it was termed 
as the Green revolution. 


Today we have surpassed China in numbers. In spite of this we are able to feed our population. 
After independence population, growth was Rapid. Our population has increased more than one 
billion since Independence but there is no shortage of food. Success of this achievement is credited to 
the Green revolution.

For a good and trustable relationship to occur between managers and individuals in 
business and management, businessman and managers need to support and promote spirituality and 
spiritual values. 

Employees are one of the key element in every business organization. There are various human 
resources strategy to improve the employees contribution in achievement of the vision and mission of 
the organizations. There is need of change in human resources strategy. Because change is demand of 
time, so at the place of old fashion strategy, there should be creative strategy. 

Creative strategy is defined as the search for business ideas that leads to the involvement of all 
stakeholders involved to achieve common goals (Amabile, 1983).

Lips — Wiersma (2002) argued that employees fully expressing their spirituality can benefit their 
organizations through “creativity and intuition’, “increased empowerment”, “more cohesive vision and 
purpose”, and “enhanced team and Community building” (p. 385). 

The various new strategy for human resource management are, creative process engagement, 
employee welfare intrinsic motivation, Calling, Altruistic Love, Spiritual leadership, Spiritual 
well being etc. 

Creative process engagement is defined as the level of employee involvement in creativity relevant 
to the cognitive (knowledge) with indicators : (1) be able to identity the problem, (2) be able to find 
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information relevant to the completion of the work and be able to look for alternative ideas in solving 
problem, (Amabile, 1983; Zhang and Bartol, 2010). Creative engagement process is also rooted in 
the theory of the role of identity. (Zhang and Bartol, 2010) Employee Welfare intrinsic motivation was 
also identified as an effective strategy for improving human performance. 

One of the sense in employee spiritual is ‘calling’ by which individuals who feel that the work done 
by employee to make other people’s lives changed. Paloutzian, Emons and Keortge (2003) report 
that work takes on new meaning and significance when it is seen as a calling, a sacred duty, a service 
opportunity or a way to serve God, other ditties as a higher purpose. When work is seen as a calling, 
it becomes more meaningful and this increases productivity and commitment of employees (Reave 
2005; Paloutzian et. al., 2003) 

Allruisitic love is the true love of a leader or co-worker to co-worker to co-worker to another. The 
process of leadership that could encourage workplace spiritual existence is spiritual leadership (Fry, 
2003). 

Spiritual well-being in the workplace results in benefits in terms of individuals and organizational 
outcomes (Eisten and Montoeri 2003) Spiritual well being is measured from calling and membership 
degree of employees within the organization (Fry 2011). 

American managers show increasing interest in integrating spirituality and management (T.A.S.) 
and this integration offers managers a source of enduring meaning in turbulent times (Ohomann). 

Consultant who derives management principles from an Eastern mystic, trying to work in a meditative 
satate of consciousness, studying the Bible instead of Haward Business Review in order to learn how 
to run a business. These are behaviour of managers who want to make their work lives more spiritually 
meaningful. 

In times of uncertainty; employees and managers face significant challenges and traumatic 
experiences in their lives; such as death, divorce, illness and layoffs (Weiss, et. al., 2001) which force 
them to reach out to their communities. For support, guidance and help. This makes the aspects of 
community and connectedness in spirituality experiences even more important in today’s organizations. 

IMPORTANCE OF THE STUDY : The challenges which managers face as they try to integrate 
their spirituality with their work remain largely unexamined in the academic literature. So this study 
will provide a direction to modern managers, how to handle the problems related with business and 
management with the help of spirituality. Thus study suggest that spirituality has the capacity to positively 
influence business and management by increasing organizational productivity and performance. 
Organizaiton that have adopted spirituality lead higher profits and success.

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Addressing Problems of Marginalised and Poor In 
Jharkhand : Desired Strengthening of Water Panchayats

PRESCIENCE : Having been carved out of the southern part of Bihar state on 15" November, 
2000- Jharkhand came in existence as 28" state of India. Formed with 18 districts 15 years ago, 
Jharkhand presently comprises 24 districts. With rural poverty rate (as aggregate of social groups- 
estimated at 46.2%, i.e. 18.1% more than the all-India average)-it had average literacy rate of 
54.13%.Though amongst tribal’s, it was as low as 40.7%,and 10% in case of women ( as per 2001 
Census).In the beginning, i.e. in 2001,out of the total Tribes’ population-Santhals (34.01%) dominated 
followed by Oraon, Munda, Ho (19.62%,14.81% and 10.51%) respectively. Kharwar, Lohra, Bhumiy 
and Kharia accounted for less than 3%. People belonging to Scheduled Tribes(STs))-taken together 
experienced the curse of poverty as per data of 2004-05(54%), and their economic conditions could 
not be significantly better even after 16 years of Jharkhand’s existence. 

Statement of the Problem : The state of Jharkhand is at a slow pace of development in relation 
to its potentials and expectations. As a result of ‘deterring lack of foresightedness for development 
prevailing particularly among common rural people and even in elected/nominated Members of Panchayati 
Raj Institutions (PRIs)’ the state suffers with social and regional disparities despite being blessed with 
one of the richest mineral resources. It is, undoubtedly, a paradoxical situation of a primitive and 
Marginalised society standing on the verge of extinction juxtaposed with the modern western world. 

NEED OF THE PAPER : The per capita income (PCI) of Jharkhand at constant price increased 
from Rs. 51,365 in the year 2020-21 to Rs. 55,126 in the year 2021-22 and the PCI at current prices 
increased from Rs. 71,071 in 2020-21 to 78,660 in 2021-22. It is to be noted here that PCI of India at 
an average in 2021-22 (at constant and current prices) were Rs. 91,485 and Rs. 1,50,007 (PE) 
respectively. In view of the clearly lower PCI in the state, which stood at only 60.26 percent and 52.44 
percent of the PCI of India, there is need to identify corroborative factors responsible for slower pace 
of alround socio-economic development in the state (particularly in case of tribals). 


OBJECTIVES : (i) To present the status of deprived and marginalized communities, (ii) Expound 
factors responsible for slower progress, (iii) Understand the role of Water Panchyats (Pani Panchayats 
—WPs/PPs) in socio-economic development of tribals, (iv) Find out factors frustrating efforts of 
poverty eradication and (v) Suggest Observation-based Action Points.

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METHODOLOGY : Based on Census and other related data-this paper seeks to examine the 
above noted objectives’. Tabular and Percentage Analysis apart from an empirical study undertaken 
during the year: 2014) have been followed. Some of the data had been revisited in 2019. 


RESULTS AND DISCUSSIONS : The state of Jharkhand came into being on 15" November 
2000 after a century-old demand articulated by the people of central India. Despite holding 40% of 
India’s mineral wealth, economic development of the state has not been sufficient to trickle down to 
the people in need. The poverty level in Jharkhand, as measured by the Tendulkar Committee, is one of 
the highest amongst all large states with high levels in both rural and the urban parts. 

Despite being blessed with rich natural and large reserves of mineral resources, the State of Jharkhand 
in faced with quite a few major constrains. Most significant transpired constraints can be briefly 
mentioned as below: 

(i) Lack of Irrigation of facilities, (11) Large Rice fallow area (75% of Net Sown Area i.e. NSA), 
which remain uncultivable in Rabi season due to Lack of irrigation facilities, (111) Low Remunerative 
Upland Rice Production, (iv) Acidic Soils, and (v) Low Weed Replacement Ratio (LWRR). 

No doubt, these are some of the valid points (directly and indirectly responsible to a great extent)- 
for dolorous deprivation of the poor. Further, it is interesting to note that Jharkhand is a state reflecting 
poverty among plenty. It is one of the richest states in terms of minerals wealth, but facing the state of 
lackadaisical circumstances with extreme poverty. Due to mistrusted local governance and some policy- 
led/political weaknesses of the past (which was not able to unravel problems and issues of the 
marginalised ones), Jharkhand is one of the worst hit in terms of naxalite violence. Inaccessibility and 
remoteness of far-flung inside villages of the state have made identification of the poor even more 
difficult. At the aggregate level, half of the total districts of Jharkhand (12 out of 24 districts) were 
identified with poverty level greater than 40%. Reasons/factors responsible for such a disappointing 
“socio-economic debility’ need to be seen and examined. 

Brief Profile of the State : Jharkhand state was carved out from Bihar in 2000. It has a 
geographical area of 79.71 lakh hectares with a population of 329.66 lakh (Census-2011) (P), contributing 
2.72 percent of total population of the country. The last census of Jharkhand in 2011 and next census, 
which was to be done in 2021, had been postponed. But, there is projection of ‘Jharkhand 2023 
Population’ on the basis, ie., likely population growth rate. As per 2023 projection, population of 
Jharkhand is 4.06 crores (Table-1).

Out of the total population (as per 2011 Census), 51.36 percent were male and 48.64 percent 
female. The population density was 414 persons per square km. Having calculated on the projected 
population of 2023, present population density of the state is 509 persons / Sq. KM. The sex ratio was 
947 female per 1000 male. Jharkhand is mostly rural with 78 percent of the state’s population 
residing in villages. According to NSSO 61 round (2004-05) and Planning Commission, the incidence 
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of poverty was estimated at 40.3 percent in the state, as compared to national average of 27.5 percent 
It means, Jharkhand had faced with distracting poverty since the last 17-18 years. Population of the 
state consists of about 28 percent scheduled tribes, 12 percent scheduled castes and 60 percent others. 

The Jharkhand Economic Survey (2022-23) suggests that the state has 5 administrative divisions, 
24 districts, Intermediate Panchayats (Panchayat Samiti- 264, Zila Panchayats-24, Municipality-21, 
Village Panchayats (Gram Panchayats)-4345, and 32615 revenue villages. Data available (till the 
year:2020-21) indicates that out of the total geographical area,13.28 lakh hectares (ha.),ie.;17% was 
the Net sown area (NSA), which was 28.08 percent in the year 2011.It further suggests that during 
the last 9-10 years, there was an alarming decline of 11.08 % in NSA of the state. Out of the total 
geographical area, 22.39 lakh ha.(28%) was forest area, that was 29.20 percent in 2011, and area 
under non-agricultural uses (in 2020-21) was 6.99 lakh ha.(9%), which was 8.60 percent in 2011. It 
is, thus evident that there has been a decline of 0.40% in area under non-agricultural uses during the 
last about a decade. 

Per Capita Income: Comparative Scenario With India : The Per Capita Income (PCI) of 
India at constant and current prices (in 2021-22) were Rs. 91,481 and Rs. 1,50,007 (PE) respectively. 
In the year 2011-12, i.e. in the base year, PCI of India was Rs. 63,462 and 63,462 respectively. The 
PCI of Jharkhand (at constant and current prices) in 2011-12 were 65.01 percent and 65.01 percent, 
which, no doubt, declined during a decade, but till 2020-21, these were lower in depressing way 
estimated at only 60.26 percent and 52.44 percent of the PCI of India respectively. 

Operated Area in Jharkhand : A glance on table containing Average size of operated area (OA) 
in Jharkhand and India (2010-11 and 2015-16) reveals that on overall level, it declined from 1.17 ha. in 
2010-11 to average size of 1.1ha. in 2015-16.The national scenario on this front was 1.15 ha. and 1.08 
ha. during the years 2010-11 and 2015-16 respectively. It is, thus disquieting that in five years only 
during the above period, a decrease of 0.07ha.in average land holding size of farmers in the state. It 
also displays that the state has dominance of small farmers. And so, each and every square inch of 
agricultural land needs to be properly and effective utilized for the purpose. As per 2015-16 data, 
average size of operated areas owned by marginal, small, semi-medium, medium and large categories 
farmers-were: 0.38 ha, 1.36 ha., 2.72ha, 5.64ha and 15.33 ha., respectively-(Table-2).

The percentage of irrigated area is about 9 percent and the cropping intensity is 116 percent. The 
state comes under agro-climatic zone-VII and in zones XII & XIII as per agro-ecological 
characteristics of the country. The state receives rainfall of about 1200-1500 mm/annum. 


Declined Cropping Intensity : The cropping intensity in Jharkhand has grown from 140.8 per 
cent in 2017-18 to 142.4 per cent in 2018-19 as is depicted through Figure -1. It decreased to 136.3 
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per cent in 2019-2020 and further to 135.8 per cent in 2020-21. An increase in cropping intensity 
provides the farmers an opportunity to produce more, which leads to greater utilisation of land resources. 
Increased use of modern inputs, such as: fertilizers and pesticides, farm mechanisation and irrigation 
facilities, as well as, a variety of cropping techniques,: such as mixed farming, strip cropping and relief 
farming can help boost cropping intensity in the state. And for this, well-devised irrigation facilities 
need to be created by proper utilization of available water resources. ‘Water Panchayats (Pani Panchayats)’ 
in this regard can prove to be an innovative measure to meet this objective.

POVERTY: NATURE & COMPARATIVE SCENARIO : Poverty in Jharkhand is generally 
associated with inaccessibility, and the lack of basic facilities and economic opportunities. Chronic 
poverty seems to be disproportionately high among the historically marginalized groups, 
especially the tribal population. 

With the start of any development project, a large number of tribal villagers are often displaced 
from their locations. The Indian People’s Tribunal on Environment and Human Rights, which conducts 
investigations on issues related to eviction of slum dwellers, relocation of rural people, industrial pollution, 
etc., reports a total of 6.5 million people being displaced in the name of development. Displacement 
in the name of dams, factories, mining, etc. goes largely unreported. 

This also raises questions on Jharkhand’s better-off districts. Poverty is relatively low in industrially 
developed districts such as Ranchi, Bokaro and Dhanband, but how did it reach this low level? Was it 
by raising the level of living of the poor or displacing the poor from their traditional locations? Spatial 
analysis shows a high concentration of poverty in the mining areas for example. This suggests that 
greater development has not necessarily led to lower deprivation. 

Being centrally located amid all the poor states, i.e., Bihar in the north, West Bengal in the east, 
Uttar Pradesh in the west and Odisha towards the south, Jharkhand also attracts a large inflow of 
cheap labour. The entire eastern belt of Jharkhand, close to West Bengal, has a high concentration of 
poverty. Some of the industrially developed areas like Bokaro and Dhanbad are in the zone. For many 
generations, the poor have been settling in and around mining and basic industry centres in search of 
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better livelihoods. Once removed from their traditional surroundings for a few years, they cannot 
return, yet the new surroundings have been unable to deliver the initial promises and expectations. 


Further, analysis shows large pockets of poverty in areas close to forests. Jnarkhand is hotbed 
of Naxalism, which is a cause as well as an effect of persisting poverty in the state. The well- 
known Naxal war zones of Jharkhand-Plamu, Chatra, Gumla and Lohardaga- are home to 
almost a fifth of the state’s poor population. The Nexal movement started with deprivation and 
a demand for justice and dignity. However, the violent nature of the movement compelled the Naxalites 
to move towards thick forest-covered areas for protection. These forest areas are inaccessible due to 
the lack of transportation services. Basic needs such as education and medical services do not 
reach these places. 


The greatest irony of the so-called development process in Jharkhand has been the link between 
mining and poverty. It is found that correlation between poverty and mining is far more significant 
than that between forests and poverty. This only reflects what many in the left-oriented political 
groups have been saying for long-that the so-called development process in Jharkhand has been 
hijacked by a few and local-level trickle down of the benefits of mining and industry is not 
occurring. Moreover, this work on spatial poverty, therefore, also suggests that life in the forests may 
not be as bad as that in mining-dominated areas for an average underprivileged household. 

Obviously, this reflects the critical nature of poor justice and governance conditions in the state- 
serious problems that need to be corrected. But, there is a more serious problem that has ramifications 
across the country. Minimum wages and other labour benefits do not work as well in such areas. 
The unskilled nature of work is such that higher wages will not come easy. Take underprivileged 
persons from the forests, whose skill sets are related to the forests and land, and bring them to a new 
environment for a better life. All of that is fine, but if we cannot help them gain new skills in their 
new environment, we will neither achieve progress nor poverty alleviation. 

POVERTY : ELUCIDATED REASONS : A survey conducted by the RBI in India (All India 
Rural Credit Survey-1947) revealed that financial inclusion of rural marginalised people was dependant 
on informal sources and that the money lenders met more than 90 percent of the rural credit needs. 
(Jayasheela et al 2008). The need for promoting financial inclusion in the state can also be corroborated 
by the level of poverty existing in the state (Table-3).

Poverty in rural India, especially in Jharkhand, is a prolonged chain, which can only be broken by 
providing financial assistance. 
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Present Poverty Scenario : Last year (2021-22), the NITI Aayog published the ‘National 
Multidimensional Poverty Index Baseline Reports’, in which 42.16 per cent of the people in the state 
were found to be poor (the head count poverty). The percentage of multi-dimensional poor was found 
to be 50.93 per cent in the rural areas and 15.26 per cent in the urban areas. The intensity of poverty 
in the state was 47.91 per cent i.e. 48.27 per cent in the rural areas and 44.24 per cent in the urban 
areas. The Multi-dimensional Poverty Index (the product of head count ratio and the intensity of 
poverty) of the state was, thus, 0.202 i.e. 0.246 in the rural areas and 0.067 in the urban areas. These 
calculations were based on the fourth round of NFHS (NFHSIV) conducted during the year 2015-16. 

In the light of very high poverty(ie.,48.27% prevailing in the rural areas of Jharkhand),some 
measures by way of providing assured irrigation facilities for farmers of the state- had to be contemplated. 
And, Water Panchayat was one such explored measure, that could play a positive role in boosting rural 
economy of the state. 


Further,most of the Central or State sponsored schemes of financial welfare would also not serve 
the purpose, if proper banking and risk management facilities are not available to the 
marginalised section of the society. Proper ways and means of financial risk management and 
investment, for the rural and marginalised sections of the society is necessary and the importance lies 
in the fact that banking facilities have to be complemented by investment and risk management activities. 
(Ravichandran & Alkhathlan, 2009) 


The senior level executives of RBI have expressed concerns on the issue of extremely low 
performance in the process of financial inclusion in the rural areas of Jharkhand and hence, the branch 
of RBI was set up in Ranchi (Capital of Jharkhand) in Nov-2007. This actually indicates the non- 
performance of the financial institutions working in the state and also the serious concern of 
the apex bank on the issue of financial inclusion in Jharkhand, where barter system was then 
prevalent. (Das, 2008)

Jharkhand with a decadal growth rate of 22.42% in its population during the decade 2001-2011- 
was ahead in regard to ‘all-India average’ (17.72%). It is 3.70% more than India’s average population 
growth rate During the decade of ‘1991-2001’ also, Jharkhand revealed 1.82% more population growth 
rate (23.36%) than that of ‘all-India average (21.54%). There is no significant expansion, or increase 
in the existing resources of Jharkhand after 1991, or during the last 26 years or so. This is one of the 
factors responsible for deprivation and poor socio-economic conditions of the general people of 
Jharkhand (Table 4). 

Edduced Bigger Presence: Cultivators & Agricultural Labourers : The table clearly indicates 
that out of the total population of 3,29,88134 in Jharkhand, 1,30,98,274 (39.71%) is total working 
population. Further, it is interesting to note that out of ‘the total working population, 38, 14,832 (29.12%) 
is cultivations. Agricultural Labour (comprising both main and marginal labourers) occupies 33.87% in 
size (Table-5). So, having beholden the overall data based scenario, it can be conceded that the 
marginalisation and deprivation of common people in Jharkhand are mainly due to poor condition 
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of cultivators (means farmers) and ‘agricultural labourers’- not being provided with adequate 
employment-opportunities in rural areas itself. And for creating such employment opportunities on 
sustainable basis- crops in Kharif, rabi and summer seasons be grown along with exploring 
possibilities of allied sector activities.

Poor Irrigation Coverage: Linked Poverty : One of the significant and observed factors/reasons 
responsible for poor socio-economic condition, marginalisation and ‘deprivation of poor from minimum 
required purchasing power, was very low irrigation coverage in Jharkhand. As per latest data given by 
the Directorate of Economics & Statistics, DAC & FW (2015), coverage of irrigated areas under 
principal crops, viz; (i) Rice, (ii) Maize, (iii) Barley (iv) Coarse Cereals, (v) Total Cereals, (vi) Gram, 
(vii) Tur or Arhar and (viii) Total pulses (in percentage terms in Jharkhand)- have been estimated at 
much lower levels of 6.4%, 1%, 15.3%, 1%, 10.6%, 3.7%, 0.1% and 0.8% respectively. How the 
rural people (comprising mainly cultivators/farmers, Agricultural labourers, marginal workers, Rural 
artisans, a majority of whom are tribals), can come out of poverty trap with such poor irrigation 
coverage? 

This ‘anxiety-creating impediment’ causing hiccough in the way to rapid alround socio-economic 
development of Jharkhand may be more effectively and desirably extirpated by efficient management 
and better use of ‘Water Panchayats/Pani Panchayats (WPs/PPs)’. So, in this context, formation, role 
& functions and contribution of ‘WPs/PPs’- need to be studied. 


Rainfall : The district-wise monthly rainfall and percent departure from normal in BGREI and 
NFSM districts of Jharkhand state during 2010-11 & 2011-2012 have been described in the section. 
The rainfall data in BGREI districts (during 2010-11 & 2011-2012) in respect of newly created districts 
namely; Chatra, Deoghar, Dumka, Latehar, Garwha, Saraikela and Jamtara have not been compiled 
distinctively by IMD. There is enormous variability in rainfall pattern over time and space impacting 
agriculture production adversely in Jharkhand state. Having extracted nature of rainfall and variability, 
it can be mentioned that Jharkhand receives rainfall in the range of 1,200-1600 mm per year. The 
northwest part of the state receives relatively smaller amount of rainfall in accordance with the observed 
data. It might be mentioned here that total irrigated area in the state was 13 percent (as per data of 
2012), which was the lowest in the country. 

The rainfall data in NFSM districts in respect of newly created districts namely: Khunti, Simdega 
and Ramgarh have not been compiled distinctively by IMD. Rainfall pattern in NFSM districts also 
show outsized variability over time and space in both the years (2010-11 & 2011-2012) in Jharkhand, 
besides being deficient. As per data available till October, 2020, net sown area (NSA) in the state was 
13.86 lakh ha. and cropping intensity (CI) being 130.7. Nearly 10 percent of agricultural land in 
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Jharkhand is put under irrigation. There are four sources of irrigation in the state, namely: wells, 
tanks, canals and tube wells. Well irrigated around 29.38 percent if the total area of Jharkhand. In the 
light of the painful fact that about 90 percent of the total agricultural land is rainfed, and is not ensured 
with definite irrigation facility, understanding the role and need of WPs like devices (which was formed 
in the year 2011) become necessary. Besides, from academic and policy points of view, it is also not 
less desirable to know the emergence and history, conceptualize and bring about the objectives, methods 
of functioning and suitability of WPs/ PPs in the state. 

Water (PANI) Panchayats : Emanation : 1. For ensuring most effective and best possible use 
of available scarce water resources in Jharkhand (having only 12-13% of cultivable land under ‘assured 
irrigation facilities’), such measures were felt necessary to be devised. It was urgently desirable, so 
that: (1) Water harvesting devices of the local farmers, (ii) construction, (111) Uses, and (iv) maintenance 
on cent-per-cent people’s participation basis are undertaken. In this background, the concept of ‘Birsa 
Irrigation Yojana (BIY)’ has been developed, chief components of which are: (i) Birsa Pucca Check 
Dam (BPCD), (ii) Loose Boulder Check Dam (LBCD), (iii) Lift Irrigation (LI) and (iv) 
Distribution System. 

2. On small rivers, rivulets and hilly drains etc., situated in different areas of Jharkhand, if low cost 
BPCD, LBCD, Guard walls, ponds, LI and pump houses are constructed/made, and maintained on 
participatory basis, then nearly 25-30 acres of land area can be provided with assured irrigation 
by each such unit. 

3. In view of the above conception, such small schemes of irrigation have been decided to be 
implemented by Water Panchayats, under which a group of 12 beneficiary farmers is to be 
constituted. During the course of time, it is to be provided the legal status of co-operative 
society. 

4. 10 percent of the estimated cost is to be necessarily contributed by ‘the farmers group’ either in 
cash or by way of labour during the course of construction. It is with the view to maintain ‘strong 
psychological tie-up’ of people with created public utility infrastructure on sustainable basis. 

5. Having convened the General Body Meeting (GBM) comprising ‘Beneficiary Member Farmers 
(BMFs)’, two literate, active and progressive farmer members will be elected as ‘Chairman’ and 
‘Secretary-Cum-Treasurer’ of the concerned ‘Water Panchayat (WP/PP)’. A Bank Account in the 
name of the said WP/PP will be opened in the nearest bank (which ought to be jointly operated by ‘the 
two members’. In this Bank Account : (1) share contribution of all beneficiary members using ‘Created 
Irrigation Facility (CIF)’, (ii) fixed irrigation charges, etc., will be deposited. The deposited amount in 
this Savings Bank Account is to be used as Revolving Fund for all operational and maintenance related 
works of ‘the created asset’. 


Formation and Conditions of Water Panchayats : In the light of the provisions consented by 
the Department of Agriculture and Sugarcane Development, Govt. of Jharkhand (GOJ), and Directorate 
of Soil Conservation, GOJ, Ranchi, ‘Water Panchayat’ will be constituted as per the following terms 
and conditions having convened general GBM of beneficiary farmers of the sanctioned ‘Integrated 
Land and Water Conservation’. 

Construction/Management Planning (Jharkhand State PANI Panchayat Guidelines-2011, 
Memo No. 2250, dt. 24.08.2011) : 1. 05 members’ Working Committee will be selected convening a 
GBM of all beneficiary farmers of the ‘Water Panchayat’, which will have two years’ tenure. Members 
of the Working Committee shall be allowed to function for a maximum of two terms, i.e.; four years. 

2. Through the GBM of beneficiary farmers attended by 2/3" of the farmer members, (which 
should be more than the minimum 50% of total number of members), any member of the Working 
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Committee (including the Chairman and ‘The Secretary-Cum-Treasurer)’ can be removed by majority 
voting. For the remaining period, any new Farmer Member shall be elected. 

3. In the above described Executive Committee/Working Committee, ‘Soil Conservation Officer 
(SCO)’, or any other Officer/Employee authorized by him will be nominated as Designated Member 
from Government side. His responsibility will be to provide correct guidance to the Executive Committee 
on continuous basis. But, that SCO will not have the right to vote in the meetings of the Executive 
Committee. 

4. Minimum 10% of the estimated cost of sanctioned plans by the Water Panchayat is to be 
received/provided and deposited in the concerned Bank Account by every beneficiary farmer member, 
either in the form of cash, or material required in construction work/by offering physical labour. 

5. Meeting of the Executive Committee/Working Committee is to be convened on a definite date 
every month. In one year, the GBM of all beneficiary farmers will be organised for atleast twice. 
Presence of atleast 03 members of the Executive Committee, and 50% farmer members of the General 
Body will be required as quorum for the meeting. 

6. Amendment/(s) in the guidelines of ‘the Water Panchayat’ shall, or can be made by the State 
Government of Jharkhand through Notification. 

Functions of Water Panchayats : Water (PANI) Panchayats have been entrusted with following 
duties and responsibilities: 

(1) To execute ‘Integrated Land and Water Conservation Plans (ILWCP)’ Management of 
Construction Works. 

(2) To identify and select crops (as per the type or class of land) for crop production in identified 
areas meant for ‘ILWCP’. 

(3) To identify and sowing of those crops, which can be grown successfully with the use of 
minimum water. 

(4) To prepare ‘Annual Calendar of Crops Coverage (ACCCs)’ containing selected crops for 
Rabi, Kharif and Summer. 

(5) To decide/fix water charges in the light of areas under irrigation, consumption of diesel, use of 
pump sets, expenditures on maintenance and other components after having convened meetings of 
‘Beneficiaries’ from time-to-time. 

(6) One year after the completion of the scheme/yojana, necessary maintenance related works 
have to be done from out of the Revolving Fund. It has to be performed in the light of the decisions 
taken by the Executive Committee. 

(7) Secretary of the ‘Water Panchayat’ shall be fully responsible for monitoring and maintenance 
of all the created assets. Required works like — repairing of pump sets, etc., shall be done only after the 
approval of the Chairman. 

(8) To get seeds/other implements distributed among the Members by the Chairman and the 
Secretary at subsidised rates in case of availability. 

(9) All necessary activities or formalities are to be done by ‘the Chairman’ and ‘the Secretary- 
Cum-Treasurer’ for installing ‘Sprinkler System’ / ‘Drip System’. 

(10) To perform works related to permanent maintenance, necessary repairing etc., of the acquired 
infrastructures. 

(11) To undertake works containing: (a) Infrastructural development, (b) Pump house, (c) Irrigation 
pipes— their maintenance and monitoring, (d) in case of siltation, to get it removed by offer of ‘free 
physical labour’, and (e) water harvesting. 
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(12) To estimate ‘water requirement based on its availability, and distribute accordingly among the 
members by convening monthly meeting or ‘Special Meetings’ of the members of ‘Water Panchayat’. 

(13) To settle down any type of dispute at the Panchayat level itself. Legal settlement of any 
dispute will be done within the territory of the concerned district. 

(14) At the end of every financial year, it will be the responsibility of ‘the Water Panchayat’ to 
submit ‘Annual Statement of Total Deposited Amount in the Savings’ Bank Account (ASTDASBA) to 
the local SCO/ ‘Soil Conservation (Survey) Officer (SCSO)’. 

(15) It is the responsibility of the SCO/SCSO to maintain detail at the office level related to “deposited 
amount, available balance in the Bank Account and its utilization.’ 

(16) These provisions have been implemented since immediate effect, i.e.; 24 August, 2011. 

Suggested Measures : 

(i) With the objective to ensure rather encouraging prices to primary growers for their produces, 
steps may be taken to reduce the undesired big number of market middlemen, commission agents, 
brokers, and retailers. Unnecessary presence of these forces can be effectively driven out by promoting 
and forming “Co-operative Agricultural Marketing Societies (CAMSs), preferably at the panchayat 
level. 

(ii) Tassar-led growth —sericulture be emphasized. 

(iii) Yellow revolution meant for dry climate. 

(iv) NRM based livelihood needs to be promoted. 

(v) Develop horticulture+ required more emphasis on vegetable production. 

(vi) Development/expansion in Farm Forestry, including, (a.) In forest land (b.) In non-forest land 

(vii) Water Harvesting Devices (WHDs) & forward linkages need to be developed. 

(viii) Areas under fallow land (including culturable and current fallow) may be reduced by possible 
rejuvenation of such land. 

(ix) Constructed watershed Infrastructure/devices should be kept functional through regular 
monitoring and technical supervision by the concerned govt. departments and Members of duly formed 
people’s/Beneficiaries’ Bodies. 

(x) The areas/regions from where tribals/rural people are displaced due to some infrastructural 
works/development projects/should be provided with ‘Agro-food’/Agro Non-food based processing 
enterprises’, the availability/production of which commodities/produces may be in surplus quantities 
in the areas concerned. 

(xi) Higher Decadal population growth rate needs to be checked by creating awareness among the 
village people (in particular). 

(x) With the view to provide relief to rural people from groaning poverty and ‘state of marginalisation’, 
working and functions of ‘PANI PANCHAYATS’ should be made more effective, so that irrigation need 
of all marginal, small and large farmers may be proportionately fulfilled. 

(xiii) Steps should be taken to keep all ‘Water Panchayats/ Pani Panchayats (WPs/PPs)’ functional. 

(xiv) Prime Minister’s emphasis and present Union Government’s policy of doubling farmers’ 
income by the year 2022(which could not be achieved due to COVID-19 like pandemic and other 
‘programmes’ implementation-related reasons), and strategies being adopted for this-should be honestly 
and effectively brought into action. It will address the problems of marginalisation of the poor in 
Jharkhand also.

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Cyber Financial frauds : A Concern For Indian 
Financial Inclusion System

Abstract : Financial frauds describe the different forms of fraudulent behaviour in the context of 
financial market activities. Financial frauds happen when someone deprives you of your money or 
otherwise harms your financial health through misleading, deceptive, or other illegal practices. This 
can be done through a variety of methods such as identity theft or investmentfraud.Financial fraud is 
a white-collar crime that affects the general public and has a negative impact on the whole economy. 
Often, these frauds involve misuse or manipulation of public funds by the fraudsters to make huge 
profits for themselves. With the advancement in space of technology, cases of financial fraud are on 
the rise.RBI has categorised financial fraud as Misappropriation and Criminal Breach of Trust, cheating 
and forgery, unauthorised credit facility extended for reward or illegal gratification, Fraudulent 
encashment through forged documents, fraudulent transactions considering foreign exchange, 
manipulation of books of account or through fictitious accounts and property conversion or any other 
type of fraud. According to rule 2.2 of the Circular, these acts shall be read in accordance with the 
Indian Penal Code, 1860, which considers it an offence. The government has issued certain guidelines 
concerning this matter and made a mechanism to report cyber financial fraud under the I4C scheme, 
etc. We have witnessed big financial frauds perpetrated by fraudsters like Vijay Mallya, Harshad Mehta, 
and Nirav Modi. Digital financial inclusion try to promote online financial activity of individual and fund 
transfer with other personal financial information go live which increased the chances of cyber financial 
frauds .The cases of financial fraud committed in cyberspace are no less daunting. Fraudsters use the 
anonymity offered by the internet to commit online scams such as KYC frauds, identity fraud etc. Of 
late, technology has become the weapon of choice for fraudsters.

1. Introduction 

1.1financial Fraud : It is difficult to give one exhaustive definition of financial fraud. One may 
define financial fraud as an illegal act intended to deprive you of your money for personal gains. 
Financial fraud means : 

e@ The intentional act of deception involving financial transactions for personal gains. 

e Taking money/other assets from someone through deception. 

e@ Illegal and unethical management of financial resources. 

@ Manipulation, falsification alteration of accounting records. 

@ Misrepresentation or intentional omission of amounts, misapplication of accounting principles, 
and marking misleading or false disclosures. 
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e Typically, there exists an element of deceit, subterfuge, or abuse of a position of trust in cases 
of financial fraud. 

48% consumers in India were tricked into continuing with the scam, three times higher than the 
global average. 31% of those surveyed continued engaging and eventually lost money. 

73% of males in India who proceeded to interact with a scammer were likely to lose money. On 
average, consumers in India lost Rs 15,334 in 2021, but 88% were able to recover some money. 


1.2. Cyber Financial Fraud : In recent years, online payments and fraud have gained much 
attention.Digital transactions have increased to an unprecedented extent due to the impact of the COVID- 
19 pandemic. Now the customers have become more comfortable and confident in consuming digital 
services and are rather preferring the digital mode over the traditional one. It is true that even before the 
pandemic, the consumers were already moving towards digital but the pandemic has brought an upsurge 
in the number of new/inexperienced digital consumers that have become the target of the fraudsters. 
Globally, the average share of digital customer interactions hasincreased by 22%. On the one hand, it’s 
easier for people to deal with being cashless, but on the other hand, 70% of these users have been 
victims of Cyber fraud. Globally, the digital payment market is projected to reach more than US $236 
billion by 2028, a CAGR of 19.4%. The lack of security awareness is attracting more and more 
fraudsters and it is not so difficult for them to dupe naive, inexperienced users

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1.3. Types of Cyber Financial Frauds 

1. Forgery and Counterfeiting : Forgery and counterfeiting may be defined as copying with the 
intent to deceive. They are the making of realistic imitations for the purpose of passing them off as 
genuine articles, usually for profit. 

2. Wash Trading and Pump-and-dumps : Wash trading is a deceptivemarket manipulation 
tactic that artificially inflates an asset’s trading volume through simultaneous buying and selling by the 
same party. 

3. Tax Evasion digital financial fraud also include tax evasion and income tax return manipulation 
practices which make cyber technology a favourite one for tax related ill practices. 

4. Embezzlement : Embezzlement refers to the act of stealing, misappropriation, or retention of 
funds by a person who has been entrusted with those funds by an employer or an organisation. 

5. Market Abuse and Insider Trading insider trading is outsourcing inside information about any 
firm which became very easy by use of darknet. 

6. Terrorism Financing : Blockchain a emerging cyber space for terrorism financing and dark 
side of web which have inaccessed networks became source and destination for fund transfer for 
terrorist activity. 

7. Material Delivery by Online Purchase the online payment during shopping also had such 
problems where delivery of product is different from purchase consideration. 

8. Identity Theft and Invasion of Privacy : Cybercrime affects both a virtual and a real body, 
many private institutions use the number to keep track of their employees, students, and patients. 
Access to an individual’s Social Security number affords the opportunity to gather all the documents 
related to that person’s citizenship—i.e., to steal his identity. 

9, Internet Fraud : Internet fraud is the use of Internet services or software with Internet access 
to defraud victims or to otherwise take advantage of them. Internet crime schemes steal millions of 
dollars each year from victims and continue to plague the Internet through various methods. Several 
high-profile methods include the following :

10. ATM fraud - The automated teller machine (ATM) through which many people now get cash. 
In order to access an account, a user supplies a card and personal identification number (PIN). Criminals 
have developed means to intercept both the data on the card’s magnetic strip as well as the user’s PIN. 
In turn, the information is used to create fake cards that are then used to withdraw funds from the 
unsuspecting individual’s account. 

11. Spam, steganography, and e-mail hacking- E-mail has spawned one of the most significant 
forms of cybercrime—spam, or unsolicited advertisements for products and services, which experts 
estimate to comprise roughly 50 percent of the e-mail circulating on the Internet. Spam is a crime 
against all users of the Internet since it wastes both the storage and network capacities of ISPs, as well 
as often simply beingoffensive. Yet, despite various attempts to legislate it out of existence, it remains 
unclear how spam can be eliminated without violating the freedom of speech in a liberal democratic 
polity. 
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12. Sabotage : Another type of hacking involves the hijacking of a government or corporation 
Web site. Sometimes these crimes have been committed in protest over the incarceration of other 
hackers; 

13. Logic Bombs : A logic bomb, also known as “slag code”, is a malicious piece of code which 
is intentionally inserted into software to execute a malicious task when triggered by a specific event. It’s 
not a virus, although it usually behaves in a similar manner. It is stealthily inserted into the program 
where it lies dormant until specified conditions are met.Malicious software such as viruses and worms 
often contain logic bombs which are triggered at a specific payload or at a predefined time. 

1. Web jacking : Web jacking derives its name from “hijacking”. Here, the hacker takes control 
of a web site fraudulently. He may change the content of the original site or even redirect the user to 
another fake similar looking page controlled by him. The owner of the web site has no more control 
and the attacker may use the web site for his own selfish interests. Cases have been reported where the 
attacker has asked for ransom, and even posted obscene material on the site. 

2. Data Diddling : Data Diddling is unauthorised altering of data before or during entry into a 
computer system, and then changing it back after processing is done. Using this technique, the attacker 
may modify the expected output and is difficult to track. In other words, the original information to be 
entered is changed, either by a person typing in the data, a virus that’s programmed to change the data, 
the programmer of the database or application, or anyone else involved in the process of creating, 
recording, encoding, examining, checking, converting or transmitting data. 

1. Initiative Against Frauds : In order to control the rising Cyber Financial Fraud, the Government 
of India introduced Indian Cyber Crime Coordination Centre in 2019, also known as the I4C scheme. 
This scheme was introduced under the guidance of the Ministry of Home Affairs. It is established in 
various centres for the identification and investigation of cyber-crimes such as National Cybercrime 
Reporting, the Platform for Joint Cybercrime Investigation Team, the National Cybercrime Threat 
Analytics Unit (TAU), the National Cybercrime Training Centre (NCTC), National Cybercrime Forensic 
Laboratory (NCFL) Ecosystem Cybercrime Ecosystem Management Unit, and National Cybercrime 
Research and Innovation Centre. 

When a cyber financial fraud happens, the victim can report the incident by calling at 1930 or 
lodge a formal complaint on the National Cybercrime Reporting Portal www.cybercrime.gov.in. 

There may be cases where even if you’ve filed a complaint, no action is taken. In a situation like 
that, the victim has the right to approach the Superintendent of Police under Section 154(3) of CrPC to 
lodge an FIR. Even after that, if no action is taken, the victim can report to the Judicial/Metropolitan 
Magistrate under Section 156 (3) of CrPC and seek a direction to lodge the FIR. 


2.1. Legal Initiative 


Information Technology Act, 2000 : The Information Technology Act, 2000 contains provisions 
dealing with cyber fraud and financial frauds committed using computer resource. 


This section makes a body corporate liable for wron gful loss caused to a person due to 
the negligence of such authority in maintaining reasonable security practices. It 
Section43A: provides that, “ Where a body corporate, possessing, dealing or handling any 
Compensation sensitive personal data or information in a computer resource which it owns, controls 
for failure to or operates, is negligent in implementing and maintaining reasonable security 
protect data practices and procedures and thereby causes wrongful loss or wrongful gain to any 
person, such body corporate shall be liable to pay damages by way of compensation 
to the person so affected.” 
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This section provides for punishment for identity theft. It states that any person who 
Section 66C: fraudulently or dishonestly makes use of the electronic signature, password, or any 
Punishment for other unique identification feature of any other person, shall be punished with 
identity theft imprisonment of either description for a term which may extend to three years and 
shall also be liable to fine which may extend to rupees one lakh. 


Section _ 66D: 

Punishment for This section states that, “Whoever by means of any communication device or 
cheating by computer resource cheats by personation, shall be punished with imprisonment of 
personation by either description for a term which may extend to three years and shall also be liable 
using computer fo fine which may extend to one lakh rupees.”

2.2. Policy Initiative : Initiatives of Ministry of Electronics & Information Technology 

Pradhan MantriGramin Digital SakshartaAbhiyan(PMGDISHA):Ministry of Electronics & IT (MeitY) 
has undertaken “Pradhan MantriGramin Digital SakshartaAbhiyan (PMGDISHA)” to usher in digital 
literacy in rural India by covering 6 crore rural households (one person per household) by 31.03.2023. 

Awareness Initiatives by RBI : RBI conducted Financial Literacy Week (FLW) between February 
14-18, 2022 with the theme ”Go Digital, Go Secure” for creating awareness about (a) Convenience of 
digital transactions; (b) Security of digital transactions; and (c) Protection of customers. 

Awareness Initiatives by NPCI : Training programmes are conducted by National Payments 
Corporation of India (NPCI), for creating awareness about financial literacy and digital payments in 
rural areas. NPCI has recently undertook a one-week campaign from Ist February 2022, for creating 
awareness about secure payment practices, for the prevention of BHIM-UPI related frauds . 

Indian Computer Emergency Response Team (CERT-In) : Indian Computer Emergency 
Response Team (CERT-In) issues alerts and advisories regarding latest cyber threats and counter 
measures on regular basis to ensure safe usage of digital technologies.

Sum Up: The identification, prevention and minimisation of the incidents of financial frauds is the 
collective responsibility of all, including citizens, government and other key regulators (such as RBI) 
and investigating agencies as well. Financial institutions are working towards stringent implementation 
of their fraud control policies and reporting frameworks to generate information in a way that the level 
of fraud identified, prevented and actual losses incurred are identified. The focus is on enhancing the 
processes, controls, fraud risk management frameworks in order to minimise the opportunities for 
fraud and also reduce the time that goes by in detection of frauds. The RBI had also set up a Central 
Fraud Registry Portal which is a searchable database to help banks detect instances of fraud by 
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borrowers early on. The portal can be accessed by all Indian banks.The existing laws do not classify 
cybercrimes as separate offences. However, RBI’s guidelines state that such offences will be dealt 
with under IPC and IT Act, 2000. The recovery of the deceived amount is given high priority, and 
speedy recovery is the greatest relief a victim can avail of. The reason for introducing the I4C scheme, 
keeping in mind the motive of law that Justice delayed, is Justice denied. Apart from this, a trial can be 
instituted under the penal laws to ensure complete justice for the victim.Finally, it should be noted that 
financial cybercrime is a growing global and Indian concern.

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Educational Philosophy of Dr. Babasaheb Ambedkar 
Dr. Girja Prasad Mishra* 


Abstract : Dr. Baba Shaheb Ambedkar’s educational philosophy was deeply rooted in realism and 
pragmatism rather than idealism. He rejected the notion of mere bookish education and understood the 
significance of informal learning alongside formal education. Emphasizing the importance of holistic 
development, he advocated for proper measures to be taken in technical and military education.In all 
his educational institutions, Dr. Ambedkar actively promoted co-curricular activities to broaden the 
horizons of knowledge and foster a well-rounded learning experience. While some of his views on 
women’s education might be deemed controversial in present times, they were likely relevant and 
contextual during his era. The modern concept of education, which underscores comprehensive growth, 
was also embraced by Dr. Ambedkar. He firmly believed that education held the power to uplift not 
only his own community but the entire nation as well. He persistently advocated for the government to 
provide special facilities to backward class students, while also encouraging those communities to 
actively contribute to their own progress.Dr. Ambedkar’s unwavering conviction in the transformative 
power of education established him as one of India’s great educational thinkers. This paper aims to 
delve extensively into the intricacies of his educational philosophy, shedding light on his vision for a 
more empowered and enlightened society. 

Key word : Dalit, Backward, Empowerment, Modernization, Mainstream etc. 


Introduction : Dr. Babasaheb Ambedkar’s Educatonal philosophy is reflected in his educational 
thoughts. Let us recall his welcome speech at Milind Mahavidyalaya Aurangabad 1in1951- 

“Coming as I do from the lowest order of the Hindu society. I know that what is the value of 
education. The problem of raising the lower order deemed to be economic. This is a great mistake. The 
problem of raising the lower order in India is not do feed them, to clothe and to make in India is not do 
feed them, to clothe them and to make them serve do feed them, to clothe them and to make them 
serve the higher classes as the ancient ideal of this country. The problem of the lower order is to 
rename from them that inferiority complex which has stunted their growth and make them slaves to 
other, to create in lives for themselves and for the country. Of which they have been cruelly robbed of 
the existing social order. Nothing can achieve this purpose except the spread of Higher education. This 
is my opinion, the panacea of our social troubles”. 

This speech highlights the core of Babasaheb’s educational philosophy. He recognized the crucial 
correlation between education and progress, understanding that increased educational opportunities 
would pave the way for advancement for his community. However, Babasaheb believed that by granting 
political power to his people, the government would naturally take care of their educational needs 
through its efforts and agencies. As a result, he prioritized his efforts and abilities towards securing 
political rights rather than solely focusing on educational uplift. (Keer, Dhananjay; 121-122). 
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Importance of Education : Ambedkar firmly believed that education played a pivotal role as the 
foundation of progress. He did not see education merely as a tool for organizing social movements in 
modern times. Instead, he viewed education as a powerful instrument to emancipate the Dalits from 
illiteracy, ignorance, superstitions, exploitation, and oppression. Ambedkar envisioned that through 
education, Dalits could break free from their traditional occupations and engage in secular professions, 
dismantling the age-old caste-based division of labor in society. 

Babasaheb advocated for education that aligns with the social, political, and economic needs of a 
developing nation. He envisioned an “Education Society” that offers diploma courses and professional 
activities. To this end, he established institutions like Siddharth College of Mass Communication and 
Media and Siddharth Institute of Industry and Administration. Ambedkar also emphasized the significance 
of informal education at home and through newspapers and other sources to contribute to societal 
betterment. 

Ambedkar upheld the democratic concept of education proposed by Dewey, believing that education 
provided by a community serves to socialize its members. He considered education essential for the 
social mobility and modernization of the underprivileged sections of society. Education empowers 
them to reduce dependence on rural elites and explore new occupational opportunities. For Ambedkar, 
character formation was a critical aspect of education. He emphasized that character and humility 
were more important than mere knowledge, and an educated person without these qualities could be 
detrimental to society. 

Regarding the curriculum, Ambedkar placed significant importance on science and technology 
courses. He believed that rationality, developed through education, enables individuals to discern truth 
from falsehood. Thus, a curriculum focused on modernization, character building, self-realization, and 
incorporating science and technology would foster rational thinking among learners. This, in turn, 
would contribute to their upliftment and assimilation into the mainstream of society, instilling in them a 
sense of self-respect and dignity. (Dr. Ambedkar College of Commerce and Economics, 1992:71). 

Syllabus : Ambedkar was a staunch critic of rigid and inflexible syllabi, as he believed they 
imposed unnecessary restrictions on the teaching process. He advocated for universities to provide 
broad guidelines for the subjects being taught, giving teachers the freedom to decide the most appropriate 
methods within the framework of those guidelines. Ambedkar emphasized the importance of granting 
teachers greater autonomy and control over the education and examination of their students, under 
proper safeguards. 

Regarding the pooling system, Ambedkar proposed a practical approach to maximize educational 
resources. Instead of having multiple teachers teaching the same subject in different colleges within a 
city, he suggested that teachers specializing in a particular subject should collaborate as a cohesive and 
homogeneous group. This pooling system would allow for better coordination and utilization of expertise, 
ensuring more efficient and effective education delivery. 

In summary, Ambedkar’s educational ideas centered around promoting flexibility in the curriculum, 
empowering teachers with autonomy, and fostering collaboration through the pooling system to enhance 
the overall quality of education in the country. (Government of Maharashtra; 1982:45-48) 

“If these colleges could be induced be induced to pool their teaching and library resourced, it 
would not only produce a strong specialized professoriate, over and above this it will produce a 
professoriate, adequate to deal with both undergraduate , adequate to deal with both undergraduate and 
post graduate work and thus obviate the wastage of university resources. “(Govt. of Maharashtra; 
1982: 45-48) 
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Teaching-Learning Process : In the realm of human education, Dr. Ambedkar emphasized the 
importance of interactive teaching and learning. He believed in a teaching approach where the teacher 
played the role of a facilitator and guide, helping students to learn and grow. Dr. Ambedkar also 
advocated for self-learning and provided well-stocked libraries with easy access to the right kind of 
books, enabling students to explore and acquire knowledge independently. 

However, Babasaheb strongly criticized the prevailing examination system, which he saw as closely 
tied to the standard of education. He believed that raising the standard of examinations should not be 
equated to improving the quality of education. Dr. Ambedkar opposed the idea of an overly severe 
examination system, as he felt that if a university made examinations the sole focus of its existence, it 
would hinder the promotion of research and holistic education. 


Instead, Dr. Ambedkar offered alternative approaches for better education, such as taking into 
account the work done by students in colleges in addition to examinations. For higher degrees, he 
proposed incorporating thesis writing and oral examinations as a means of assessment. Furthermore, 
he recommended reducing the number of examinations to provide students with ample opportunities to 
explore different facets of education. 

In summary, Dr. Ambedkar’s vision for education centered around fostering interactive and self- 
directed learning, while questioning and seeking alternatives to the existing examination system to 
promote a more comprehensive and enriching educational experience. (Dr. Ambedkar Writings and 
Speeches Vol. 2, 1982; 45-71) 

Primary Education : Dr. Ambedkar firmly believed that education should be accessible to all 
individuals, regardless of their social or economic background. He stressed the importance of providing 
at least minimum education to every man and woman, enabling them to read and write. Primary 
education, in his view, served as the foundation for educating the masses and addressing their essential 
needs. Ambedkar’s vision for primary education was clear: every child entering a primary school should 
leave with the ability to read and write, ensuring literacy for the rest of their lives. However, statistics 
revealed a concerning reality where only a small fraction of children, about eighteen out of every 
hundred, reached the fourth standard, leaving the vast majority, eighty-two out of a hundred, in a state 
of illiteracy. To remedy this, Ambedkar advocated for increased government investment in education 
to ensure that every child progressing through a primary school could reach the fourth standard. 

According to him, compulsory primary education enforced strictly was crucial to creating conditions 
for educational progress among backward classes. He believed that unless the government established 
the ‘Compulsory Primary Education Act’ and ceased the transfer of primary education to school 
boards, the education of the depressed classes would suffer a significant setback. 


In summary, Dr. Ambedkar’s commitment to education as a fundamental right extended to primary 
education, advocating for its enforcement and accessibility for all, especially for marginalized 
communities. He saw education as the key to empowering individuals and driving social progress. (Dr. 
Babasaheb Ambedkar, Writings and Speeches Vol. 2, 1982: 45-71) 

Higher Education : Babasaheb stressed upon the minds of his people, the importance of self- 
respect and self-elevation. He encouraged them to take higher education for their progress. He thought 
that the progress of a community always depended upon, how its members advanced is education. 
That is why he laid more stress on higher education than on primary education. 

University Education: According to Babasaheb, college should be partners in terms of equality and 
participate in promoting together the cultural progress of both undergradauate and post graduate studies. 
If both the faculties run together in a university. The students at the undergraduate level may get the 
opportunity to attend the lectures of the senior and distinguished professors. 
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Dr Ambedkar said that the aim and function of the university education should be: 

(i) to ensure that the teaching done there is suited to adults; 

(ii) that it is scientific, detached and impartial in character; 

(iii) that it aims not so much at filling the mind of the own individuality and stimulating him to 
mental effort; iv) that it enables him to critically study the leading authorities with perhaps occasional 
reference to firstg hand sources of information; 

(v) that it implants in his mind a standard of thoroughness and inculcates in him a sense of value 
for reaching at the truth. (Govt. of Maharashtra; 1982: 292-195) 

Education of Women : Dr Ambedkar thought that the downtrodden progress would be greatly 
accelerated if male education was pursued side by side with female education. However, he did not 
think that boys and girls should be given the same education. He thought that they should be given the 
same education up to matriculation. Imparting education to girls on par with boys appeared to him a 
waste of time, money and energy. According to him, what was the use of teaching burke and Shakespeare 
to girls? Girls should be well-versed in-home education. (Bombay University, Ambedkar collection....). 
Ambedkar was a believer of progress. He measured the progress of a community by the degree of the 
progress, which women achieved. He advised women to learn to be clean, keep away from vices, give 
education to their children, remove from them all inferiority complexes, instill ambition into the, be 
great and not to be in a hurry to marry. This thought of Ambedkar clearly shows that he too strongly 
believed that if women were education, The entire family will be educated. 


Conclusion : the educational thought of Dr. Ambedkar are more realistic, pragmatic than 
idealistic, He never believed in mere bookish education. He know the importance of informal education 
along with formal education. He laid on proper steps on technical and military education. He laid on 
proper steps on technical and military education also. He encouraged co-curricular activities in all his 
institutions to enlarge the sphere of knowledge. 

His views about education of women may be controversial today, but they might be relevant to that 
time. The modern concept of education is comprehensive and lays more stress on the all round 
development of a child. Ambedkar also believed in this concept. 

He was persistent that Government should give special facilities to the backward class students; at 
the same time he was of the opinion that the backward classes should make their progress themselves. 

Thus he was one of the great educationists of India. He believed that education was one of the 
strongest men to uplift his community as well as the whole nation. 
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Border disputes in North-eastern India 
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ABSTRACT : After independence, border disputes between different states in Northeast India 
have continued. After states like Nagaland, Meghalaya, Arunachal Pradesh, and Mizoram were split off 
from an undivided Assam, these problems started to arise. However, practically all of these border 
conflicts have their roots in colonial periods and are a result of British policy, which involved annexing 
and exploring lands in the area in order to draw new borders for administrative convenience. The 
Union government has attempted to settle these conflicts, but with little success because one or both 
of the states refused to cooperate. Since these issues have not been resolved, there are now significant 
community feelings among the involved states, which has harmed inter-state ties.

After states like Nagaland, Meghalaya, Arunachal Pradesh, and Mizoram were split off from an undivided 
Assam, these problems started to arise. However, practically all of these border conflicts have their 
roots in colonial periods and are a result of British policy, which involved annexing and exploring lands 
in the area in order to draw new borders for administrative convenience. The Union government has 
attempted to settle these conflicts, but with little success because one or both of the states refused to 
cooperate. Since these issues have not been resolved, there are now significant community feelings 
among the involved states, which has harmed inter-state ties.Insurgents and thieves are gaining the 
upper hand, endangering the security situation in the area. It is now necessary to influence public 
opinion in favour of secure borders and stepup efforts to find a political solution to these long-standing 
conflicts.Since the early 1960s, when the process of dividing Assam into states began, Northeast India 
has been the scene of inter-state border disputes. 

The Assam-Meghalaya border incident on November 22, 2022, when five Meghalayan villagers 
and an Assamforest guard were murdered and two others were critically injured in a firing incident 
near the two States’ border, was the most recent in a string of border disputes that plagued the area. 
According to the Assam government, the incident took place when its forest guards attempted to stop 
a truck carrying illicit timber. According to Assam, the workers of the forest had to resort to firing in 
order to protect themselves after being attacked by unidentified miscreants while the truck was 
stopped.Conrad Sangma, the chief minister of Meghalaya, claimed on Twitter that Assam police and 
forest guards had invaded the state and “resorted to unprovoked firing.” The mistrust and underlying 
conflicts in the northeast that give rise to such incidents run deeper than the divergent versions and 
separate investigations launched by both States. A boundary dispute between Assam and Meghalaya 
dates back five decades.1 The situation on the Assam-Mizoram border deteriorated on July 26, 2021, 
when five Assam policemen were killed after a violent skirmish. The Mizoram Police allegedly opened 
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fire on the Assam Police.2 In actuality, the issue is the result of a number of accusations and denials of 
encroachment by Assam and Mizoram since June 2021. On June 30, 2021, the Mizoram government 
accused Assam government representatives of invading a Mizoram region known as Aitlanghnar and 
destroying plantation crops. The Assam administration, for its part, asserted that Mizo inhabitants had 
built makeshift communities, planted banana and betel nut seedlings, and invaded 6.5 km of Assamese 
territory.3 HimantaBiswaSarma, the chief minister of Assam, reiterated the charge that Mizoram had 
encroached on the state’s territory during a state assembly, claiming that since 2016, there had been 
200 violent events and 40 cases of encroachment along the Mizoram-Assam boundary. He added that 
there have been encroachments in all three of the districts that share a border with Mizoram, with 
Cachar District reporting the most cases at 25 and Hailakandi reporting the second-most at 16. Mizoram 
is alleged to have encroached on 1,777.58 hectares of land overall, according to 
Assam.4HimantaBiswaSarma, the chief minister of Assam, claimed that Mizoram had encroached into 
the Barak Valley in some places, but that claim was disputed by Mizoram. It claimed that local Mizos 
have lived in the aforementioned land for more than a century and referenced “‘satellite photos” to 
support its assertion.5 

Mizoram and Assam Border Conflict : Local authorities had to contend with Mizo tribe incursions 
from the south who are opposed to the British’s quick spread of tea plantation at the foothills of Lushai 
ever since Cachar was annexed into British dominion in 1832.Many actions were taken to resolve the 
boundary dispute between 1850 and 1871. To maintain calm and effective government, the Bengal 
Eastern Frontier Regulation (BEFR) of 1873, also known as the Inner Line Regulation (ILR), was 
implemented in Assam in 1875. The ILR also functioned as a boundary between Assam’s lowlands and 
adjacent hill regions home to indigenous groups.Following the annexation of the Lushai Hills in 1904, 
the boundary line underwent revisions in 1912 and later in 1930. In the past, there had been many 
concems about the boundary, particularly in relation to the cutting of trees along the several rivers that 
cross it. According to a 1933 official notification, the border between Cachar and Mizoram was 
established after further adjustments made by the Assam government. The Mizos, however, insist on 
their historical claim and reject the British Government’s established boundaries. According to Mizo 
legislators, “We were not consulted when the line was drawn before the creation of Mizoram as a full- 
fledged state. It is an artificial boundary.6 Mizoram was separated from Assam in 1972 and became a 
union territory before becoming a state in its own right in 1987. The boundary between the two states 
is 164.6 kilometres long. The North-Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) Act of 1971, which in turn is 
based on Notification No. 2106 AP dated 9 March 1933, establishes the border between the two states. 
The Assam government attempted to define the border between Assam and the Lushai Hills District in 
the 1950s, but its efforts were put on hold when miscreants from Mizoram set fire to the office of the 
Assam survey department. When Mizoram objected to Assam’s attempt to expand its jurisdiction over 
the Reserve Forests, the first significant border dispute between the two states emerged in 1994. In 
2006, 2018, 2020, and most recently in 2021, violent border disputes erupted.7 Mizoram has a total 
claim to 819.15 sq. km. of Assam’s wooded land. The Assam government argues that the Inner Line, 
which was only ever intended to be a line limiting the administrative reach of the Assam government 
and not a boundary between Cachar and Lushai Hills, was stated in the 1875 announcement. 

Present circumstances : The border region is still experiencing a tough situation right now. To 
act as a buffer between the state police forces, central forces are stationed along the border: the Border 
Security Force (BSF) in Mizoram and the Central Reserve Police Force (CRPF) and Shastra Seema Bal 
(SSB) in Assam. The tension is being tried to reduce.On September 21, 2022, the chief ministers of 
Assam and Mizoram met in New Delhi to address border concerns between their respective states. 
They also decided to establish a regional committee to settle the long-running boundary dispute.8 It is 
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crucial to remember that the majority of the official discussions aimed to ease tensions following 
border confrontations rather than come up with a long-term solution. In this context, it is significant to 
note that the in order to address the long-running border issue between Mizoram and Assam, the Mizo 
Students’ Union (MSU) requested the Mizoram government to establish a boundary panel.9 Other 
Northeastern states, besides Mizoram, are also involved in border disputes with Assam. The border 
dispute between Assam and Nagaland is the deadliest and longest of these. 


Meghalaya and Assam Border Conflict : Undivided Assam during British administration included 
modern-day Nagaland, Arunachal Pradesh, Meghalaya, and Mizoram. The Assam Reorganisation 
(Meghalaya) Act of 1969 set the boundaries for Meghalaya when it was formed in 1972, however 
subsequent interpretations of the border have changed. Disputes between Assam and Meghalaya span 
12 sections of their 884-km shared border. In March, the two states agreed on a deal that would settle 
their differences in six of the twelve categories. They made the decision to create regional committees 
in August. By the end of this month, the second round of negotiations for the remaining six phases was 
scheduled to begin. The Assam-Meghalaya agreement was hailed as a big victory because Assam’s 
border disputes with other Northeastern states had persisted despite numerous rounds of negotiations. 
The termination now puts the next negotiations in jeopardy.The government of Meghalaya selected 12 
regions of distinction from Assam in 2011, covering a total area of over 2,700 sq km.10Some of these 
disagreements are the result of suggestions made in 1951 by a committee that was led by the then- 
chief minister of Assam, Gopinath Bordoloi.Blocks I and II of the Jaintia Hills in Meghalaya, as well as 
some portions from the Garo Hills in Meghalaya, should be relocated to the Goalpara district of Assam, 
according to the Bordoloi Committee’s report. These proposals served as the foundation for the 1969 
Act, which Meghalaya opposes on the grounds that these lands were originally owned by the Khasi- 
Jaintia Hills. Assam, meanwhile, asserts that Meghalaya lacks the necessary records to demonstrate 
that these lands were once part of its territory.The boundary dispute had previously been the subject of 
several attempts. A formal committee was established in 1985 by the then-chief ministers of Assam, 
HiteswarSaikia, and Meghalaya, Captain W A Sangma. The committee was presided over by the late 
Chief Justice of India, Y V Chandrachud. But no answer was discovered. Sangma and 
HimantaBiswaSarma, the counterpart from Assam, began holding negotiations in July 2021. During 
these conversations, progress was made.Six of the twelve disputed areas—three from the West Khasi 
Hills district in Meghalaya and Kamrup in Assam, two from RiBhoi in Meghalaya and Kamrup-Metro, 
and one from the East Jaintia Hills in Meghalaya and Cachar in Assam—were identified by both state 
governments for resolution in the first phase.11 

Dispute Resolution Efforts : In six of the twelve places, the governments of Assam and Meghalaya 
have signed a deal to end their 50-year border dispute. Union home minister Amit Shah hailed the 
occasion as “historic” for the northeast. Shah, HimantaBiswaSarma, and Conrad Sangma, the chief 
ministers of Assam and Meghalaya, respectively, witnessed the signing of the agreement.Committees 
to resolve border disputes have been established by the two states. Sarma and Sangma recently decided 
to create two regional panels to settle the boundary disputes gradually. Sarma stated that five factors, 
including historical information, ethnicity, administrative convenience, the attitude and sentiments of 
the parties involved, and the contiguity of the property, have to be taken into account for resolving the 
border issue.In the initial phase, six points were taken into account: Tarabari, Gijang, Hahim, Baklapara, 
Khanapara-Pilingkata, and Ratacherra. The first phase of negotiations focused on the six areas with the 
least significant disparities out of the 12 points of contention between Assam and Meghalaya. In the six 
locations, there are 36 communities which is covered 36.79 square kilometres that are covered by the 
agreement. In August of 2021, the two governments established three committees apiece to investigate 
the contentious boundary issue. After two rounds of negotiations between Sarma and Sangma, where 
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the neighbouring states decided to address the conflict gradually, the panels were established. Assam 
would receive full control of 18.51 sq. km and Meghalaya 18.28 sq. km of the 36.79 sq. km of 
disputed territory taken up for settlement in the first phase, according to the joint final set of 
recommendations given by the committees. 12 

Present Circumstances : As governments and individuals strive to expand on territories and 
construct facilities for residential or official purposes, border disputes continue with sporadic flare- 
ups of violence. Around 3 am on November 22, 2022, in a region straddling the West Karbi Anglong 
district of Assam and Mukroh hamlet in Meghalaya’s West Jaintia Hills, six people—including an Assam 
Forest Guard—were murdered and numerous others were injured after an alleged clash between the 
Assam Police and a mob. The Assam Police claim that when a throng surrounded them as they attempted 
to stop a truck that was purportedly smuggling lumber, they opened fire in self -defence.13 

Assam-Nagaland Border Conflict : One of the most recent disputes in the North East region is 
the one involving Assam and Nagaland. The formation of the Naga state in 1963 served as a further 
catalyst for this long-running conflict, which first broke out when Nagaland was still a part of Assam. 
One of the main causes of the conflict is the improper marking of the border between Assam and 
Nagaland. While Nagaland recognises the boundary that was formed during the colonial era and holds 
historical claims, Assam considers the border that was established in 1963 to be the main border. 
Beginning in 1965, there have been frequent raids, forced crop harvests, kidnappings, killings, and 
abductions in the border regions. However, the first significant conflict between the Rengma and Karbi 
tribes was documented in 1979 in the Chungajan district, resulting in the destruction of 467 homes and 
the deaths of 55 individuals. In the Merapani region in 1985, there was yet another new round of 
fighting between the police forces 32 people were killed in this battle, while 50 more were injured. 
Additionally, 25000 peasants fled. 

Actions Took to Resolve the Conflict. The 16-point agreement that led to the creation of the state 
of Nagaland was the first and most important dispute-resolution agreement signed between the 
Government of India and the Naga People’s Convention. The Indian government established the 
Sundaram Committee in 1971 to help defuse tensions, but only Assam accepted the recommendations; 
Nagaland, on the other hand, rejected them.The committee’s major goal was to uphold both the status 
quo along the borders and peace and tranquility within them. The confrontations were not much 
affected by this, though. Both states signed an interim agreement for peace and stability in the border 
regions in response to the unrest in the Doyang Reserve Forest in 1979, which resulted in only partial 
peace in the area. The Shastri Commission was established by the Union government as well as measures 
to stop the violence. The Commission suggested effective boundary demarcation to ensure regional 
peace and tranquility. Additionally, as a temporary measure for peace, it supported the claims of both 
states that fell within the bounds of the constitution. However, the Assam Government’s efforts to 
resolve the boundary through the judicial system have had very modest success. 14 

Present Circumstances : On July 31, 2021, the chief secretaries of both states signed an agreement 
to de-escalate forces from two contested spots on their 512.1 km shared border, marking a significant 
development in the Assam-Nagaland border issue. In the presence of Assam Education Minister 
RanojPegu and Nagaland Deputy Chief Minister Y Patton, the agreements were inked after a meeting 
between Assam Chief Secretary Jishnu Barua and his counterpart J Alam. The parties to the agreement 
pledged to uphold peace and tranquility in the vicinity of the villages of AoSenden and Vikuto in Nagaland, 
and Jankhona Nala and Nagajankha in Assam. HimantaBiswaSarma, the chief minister of Assam, stated 
in a statement on Twitter that the agreement represents a historic development in the bilateral relationship 
and that “Assam is committed to safeguarding peace along all its borders.” 15 
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Assam—Arunachal Border Dispute : The tri-junction of Assam, Arunachal Pradesh, and Bhutan 
at Bhairabkunda on the west bank of the Dhansiri River and the tri-junction of Assam, Nagaland, and 
Arunachal Pradesh on the TIOK River make up the Assam and Arunachal Pradesh border. It is roughly 
704 kilometers long. While Arunachal Pradesh’s East Kameng, West Kameng, Papumpare, Lower 
Siang, West Siang, East Siang, Lohit, Longding, Tirap, and Chanlang districts border the state of 
Assam, Assam’s Darrang, Sonitpur, Lakhimpur, Dhemaji, Tinsukia, and Sibsagar districts border 
Arunachal Pradesh.The Assam Frontier Tracts Regulation of 1880 was extended to the hills inhabited 
or visited by Abors, Miris, Mishmis, Singphos, Nagas, Khamptis, Bhutia, and Daflas in a notification 
issued by the Government of India’s Foreign and Political Department in 1914. This marked the beginning 
of the administration of the region that is now known as Arunachal Pradesh.Because boundaries are 
the product of human thought that has taken the form of nature or physical characteristics like land or 
water, there have been no modifications to the boundary dispute situation as of yet. Additionally, the 
territory’s shifting demographics as well as the abundance of resources and their uses by the communities 
residing in the border region have recently transformed the problem into a contentious phenomenon 
that has resulted in encroachments. The most obvious sites where there are encroachment problems 
between the two states are in Kimin, Likabali, Dipai, Dullungmukh, Gumto, and Tarasso.The most 
notable observations of the problems were in the years 1982, 1992, 1997, 2012, and 2014. The most 
horrific incident occurred in Behali Reserve Forest in January 2014 at the boundary of Chauldhua, 
which is located in the eastern Behali and Sango in Arunachal Pradesh, when 10 people were killed and 
eight were injured. The Sango people of Arunachal Pradesh asserted that the restricted forest area is 
part of their land because the state of Arunachal Pradesh and the state of Assam were divided by a 
natural boundary known as “Raj Ghar Ali” that was established by the Ahom rulers. Both the District 
Administration of Papum Pare and the Sonitpur District of Assam acknowledged this boundary. 16 

Dispute Resolution Efforts : The boundary dispute has been the subject of numerous attempts 
to resolve it. Both governments concurred in 1979 to form a powerful committee to talk out the 
differences, but nothing came of it. The Assam government was requested to relinquish 956 square 
kilometres of land by the Arunachal administration in 1983, but it chose not to comply. In 1989, 
Arunachal reaffirmed its claim, saying that it was being generous by merely requesting a tiny amount 
of the plain land be given to Assam. In response, the Assam government asked the Supreme Court to 
determine the border between Assam and Arunachal in a civil lawsuit. Interestingly, Arunachal boosted 
its request for the repatriation of territory from 956 sq. km to 1,119.2 sq. km in 2007 when it presented 
its application to the Tarun Chatterjee Commission. In 2009, Assam rejected it and claimed that the line 
should be decided in a spirit of compromise. According to reports, the Commission upheld between 
70% and 80% of Arunachal Pradesh’s claim.17 

Present Circumstances : Following a meeting between the two parties in Itanagar on Oct 31, 
2022 Arunachal Pradesh Chief Minister Pema Khandu said that the boundary dispute between Assam 
and Arunachal Pradesh could be settled “once and for all” by the end of November. The conference 
between the two states was the last before a decision was made, according to Khandu and other senior 
Assamese ministers present, including minister of border protection and development Atul Bora.18Twelve 
regional committees have been established by Assam and Arunachal Pradesh to hasten the identification 
and early settlement of any disputed areas along their 804.10 km border. The Namsai Declaration, 
which was signed on July 15 by the chief ministers of the two States, HimantaBiswaSarma and Pema 
Khandu, said that although the two States had disagreements in 123 villages along the border, the 
number was limited to 86.19 

Conclusion : In the Northeast, interstate border disputes have existed for a very long time. There 
have been numerous fruitless attempts to settle these conflicts, demonstrating the joint failure of the 
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Union and state administrations. The Union government or the Supreme Court have appointed 
commissions that made resolution suggestions following each significant incident. However, because 
the states were not required to follow these suggestions, if one state government felt that their claim 
was not supported, it would reject the reports. The creation of commissions can be considered as a 
strategy used by governments to put off finding solutions. Meanwhile, as rebel organizations and 
criminals have gotten the upper hand to inflame further tensions, the persistence of border conflicts 
has harmed interstate relations and jeopardized the security situation in the region. The border issues 
have actually become quite politicized as a result of political figures and student groups influencing 
public opinion. 
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Human Rights of Mentaly Challenged & Physically 


Shocede Person India 
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"The chain is blackened and the ring is horribly twisted but still fastened to the charred stump — of 
a leg. Mentally challenged and physically shackled he was, yet Murugaraj had desperately tried to free 
himself. Twenty seven more mentally ill people died with him in the early hours of 06 August, 2001 
when a fire engulfed the thatched roof of the Moideen Badhusha Mental Home at Erwadi, a fishing 
village 27 Km. south of Ramanath Upadhyay town in southern Tamil Nadu in India. They were stripped 
of dignity when they lived chained, confined and ill-treated. The manner of their death was even worse." 

Their death highlights the deplorable state of mental health care in the country and the need for the 
government to reach out to the mentally ill. The most of the persons with mental illness are deprived 
from their basic human rights and right kind of treatment not only medical from civil society also. On 
the contrary, the disability rights movements in India have achieved laudable gools on various fronts, 
but its greatest drawback 

has been neglect of the rights of persons with mental illness. The Govt. of India has passed two 
acts, Mental Health Act 1982 and persons with Disability Act 1995 to protect the rights of persons with 
mental illness, mainstreaming of there people in the society. 

The main focus of the article is to highlight human rights violation in mental health institutions. 

MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES IN INDIA : "For all individuals, mental, physical and social health 
is vital stands of life that are closely interwoven and deeply interdependent. As undertaking of this 
relationship grows, it becomes even more apparent that mental health is crucial to the overall well being 
of individuals, societies and countries’ (WHO Report 2001). Perhaps, mental health is failed to get 
enough attention in health sector rather them physical illness in last 50 years. The persons with mental 
illness are highly stigmatized and discriminated in society in all sphere of their life. 

According to the World Health Report "some 450 million people suffer from mental or behavioral 
disorder, yet only small minorities of them receive even the most basic treatment." (World Health Report 
2001). 

In India, at the time of independence, mental health care was not regonized, after tragedy of Erwadi 
incident, it is acknowledged as part of pubic health agenda, It is also considered as part of primary 
health system but the real situation in the health sector is totally different, primary health centers are not 
well equipped with medicines and staffs. 

HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATION IN MENTAL HEALTH HOSPITALS : Enjoyment of the human 
right to health is vital to all aspect of a person’s life and well being, and crucial to the realization of many 
other fundamental human rights and freedoms. It is explicitly mentioned in the Universal Declaration 
Human Rights in Article 25(1) that "Everyone has the right to a standard of living adequate for the health 
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and well being of himself and his family, including food, clothing, housing and medical care and necessary 
social services". 

India is a vast country with multiple models of health care services operating within the country. 
These includes government services, private services and non-governmental services. Mental Health 
Services includes long term hospital services and community mental health services. The Indian experience 
with institutionalization has not been edifying. A report prepared for the National Human Rights Commission 
(NHRC, 1999), after an empirical study of mental health hospitals in the country, made a damning 
indictment of the state of mental health institutions. The findings reveal that there are predominantly two 
types of hospital," the report said, "the first type doesn’t deserve to be called ‘hospitals’ or mental health 
centres. They are ‘dumping grounds’ for families to abandon their mentally ill member, for their economic 
reasons or lack of understanding and awareness of mental illness. The living conditions in many of 
these settings are deplorable and violate an individual’s right to be treated humanely and live a life of 
dignity. Despite all advances in treatment, the mentally ill people in these hospitals are forced to line a life 
of incarceration". "The second type of ‘hospitals’, the NHRC report continues, are those that provide 
basic living amerities. Their role is predominantly custodial and they provide adequate food and to keep 
patients manageable and very little effort is made to reserve or enhance shelter.” (NHRC (India) Report, 
1999"? 

HUMAN RIGHTS OF PERSONS WITH MENTAL ILLNESS : In many hospitals in India, there 
are anecdotal reports of violation of human rights of the persons with mental illness. Human rights 
nothing more than entitlement due legally and morally, to an individual. "All Human beings are born free 
and equal in dignity and rights.? It has led in the preamble of the ICCPR and ICESCR, "recognizing that 
there rights derive from the inherent dignity of human person.’ The dignity of persons with mental 
illness is not respected in mental health institution. Some times they are found in worst condition like 
naked, in dirty and old clothes, unhygienic conditions, sometimes women were found in dreadful condition, 
not, "wearing any underments and intimate parts of their bodies could be seen through the ill fitting 
clothing" .° 

Human Rights in Article 25(1) that ‘Everyone has the right to a standard of living adequate for the 
health & well being of himself and his family, including food, clothing, housing and medical care and 
necessary social services. The inclusion of "Health" and "Medical Care" in the UDHR has led to an 
Article each in the ESCR covenant (Article 12),° Article 47 of Indian Constitution in part IV directive 
principles of state policy explicitly mentioned that it is duty of the state to raise the level of nutrition and 
the standard of living and to improve public health. 

One the contrary, the mental illness has not got enough attention by the state in health policy and 
programms. There people are deprived from their right to treatment & health services. Only hospitals 
for mental health and some District Hospitals are main sources for treatment. The other sources of 
mental illness related treatment are mental home or asylums are run by religious institution and traditional 
healing is main practice for treatment purpose. For eg., Moideen Badhusha Mental Home Erwadi, at 
where 27 people died in fire accident in 2001. The people are treated inhuman way. Sometimes they are 
chained and malnourished, There is no attention on treatment part and beating is the only treatment. 

Article 5, UDHR states no one shall be subjected to torture or to cruel, inhuman or degrading 
treatment or punishment. Article 22 UDHR and Article 9 of the ICESCR recognizing the rights of 
everyone, as member of society, has the rights to social security for his/her dignity and the free 
development of his personality. Article 66(1) persons with Disability Act states, ‘The appropriate 
governments and the local authorities shall within the limits of heir economic capacity and development 
undertake or cause to be undertaken rehabilitation of all persons with disabilities’. Mental Illness is also 
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recognized as disability according to the sec. 2 of the PWD Act, 1995. Persons with mental illness is not 
treated as disabled person and they have not been benefited by any social security benefits like concession, 
scholarship for education etc. comparing to other categories of disabled people. 

CONCLUSION : The incident of Erwadi has opened up the eyes of Govt. and civil society. 
Government has implemented District Mental Health Programme which incorporates with WHO 
community Mental Health Care Model. It focuses on Treatment availability at primarily level, community 
awareness and renovation and construction of hospital for mental health in the state. It also covers 
training components for human resource development in the field of mental health. Government should 
take as much as necessary steps to improve mental health sector keeping in mind other barriers; sigma 
and discrimination prevailing in the society, second one is the wrong public health choice in the matter 
of allocating money for mental health. Most of the money are spent on mental health institutions which 
were supported to take care of mentally ill patients but basis human rights are violated. The second 
barrier is not having enough specialist like psychiatrists, psychologists, social workers, health workers 
to deal with the problems of mental illness. The third important barrier in discrimination of persons with 
mental illness. The problem is huge in a country but its solutions are available at very little cost. We need 
more awareness among politician, policy makers, NGOS working in health and disability sectors, and 
civil society about the consequences of non treatment rather than treatment. Only by doing so, there is 
some hope of reaching close to the realistic goal of protection of human rights of persons with mental 
illness in the country.
